Home Crops Yielding as High na 
18 Bushels to the Acre 


Harvesting of the wheat crop has 
heen proceeding all week in the Bas- 
sano district without interruption. 
Warm dry weather has prevailed, but 
some trouble has been caused by 


high winds, 


The yields threshed from wheat 
grown on summer fallow land range 
up from ten bushels to the acre, and 
some have gone as high ag eighteen 
bushels, Ralph Engle threshed one 
field that yielded 18, and = another 
that went 14 bushels. K. F. Maurer 
is in the middle of his wheat harvest, 
and is cutting all his grain with the 
One field sown on break- 
ing ylelded 14 bushels to the acre, 
and another sown on breaking went 
16 bushels. 


Roy Smith is combining the crop 
on his farm three miles north of 
town, and M. R. Milroy, who has a 
crop adjacent to that of Roy Smith, 
will start to combine on Friday. T. 
N. Simpson finished cutting one 
field that was stubbled in, and he 
moved his combine south of town to 
the farm of Roy Clines where he is 
now cutting,” “+ 

All of the wheat shipped to date 
has graded No. 2 Northern, with 


dockage no greater than one per cent. 


Farmers on irrigated land at Gem, 
Countess, and Rosemary are now 
cutting their wheat, and some of 
these crops should yield more than 
30 bushels to the acre.

Explanations and Comments 
The Erection Of the Altar Of 
Burnt Offerings, Ezra 31-9. The 


journey from Babylon must have re- 
quired many months. The first work 
undertaken in the homeland was the 
building of houses and the tilling of 
ground. But as early as the seventh 
month after their return the altar of 
burnt offerings was rebuilt and there 


the offerings were sacrificed accord- 
ing to the law of Moses. In the 
second month of the second year 
after the return a start was made 
with the rebuilding of the temple.
